For many years he was also an active participant in 
the United States Chamber of Commerce and also 
served on volunteer fire departments in Kansas, 

Washington, and, ot course, in Sierra Madre. 

During World War II he .served as Air Raid War¬ 
den. He helped to get the Community Redevelop¬ 
ment Agency set up in Sierra Madre. 

Mr. Evans had been a Mason since 1952. He re¬ 
ceived the Citizen of the Year award in 1977 in Sierra 
Madre. 

He was known in Sierra Madre for his fund- 
rai.sing talents in support of the Search and Rescue 
Team as well as the Fire Department. 

“He loved Sierra Madre. He worked to do what 
he thought was best for Sierra Madre. He never 
missed a Sierra Madre City Council meeting, either 
in person, on television, or by reading The News,” 


R. Robert Evans, 79, former owner of the Sierra 
Madre News, died at Methodist Hospital in Arcadia 
about 5:10 p.m., Saturday, Mar. 14, after having 
been critically ill there since the Tuesday before. He 
had been ill for several years. 

He owned The News, the ninth paper he had 
owned, from 1962 until 1980. 

R. Robert Evans was born Aug. 17, 1912 in 
Hutchinson, Kansas. He attended grammer and high 
school there and graduated from the University of 
Missouri School of Journalism in 1934 with a Master’s 
Degree. 

He was a journalist for 45 years and owned nine 
different newspapers, having purcha,sed his first news¬ 
paper in 1935. Among other newspapers which he 
had owned were: The Shafter Press, The Lewis River 
News (and Kalama Bulletin), Holtville Tribune, 
Gazette Bulletin, and the Herington Times. 

He was very active in all communities in which 
he owned newspapers. In 1944 he was one of the five 
finalists for the “Outstanding Man of the Year” for 
the Junior Chamber of Commerce in the stat^- ....

Dottie Drager was in to tell us about the Bodine 
Dairy on Suffolk, the Jones Dairy back of the 
cemetery and the other dairy on Sierra Madre 
Blvd. that was owned by a Dutch family. 

“And we don’t want to forget our goat dairy. 
Mother had a small herd and I remember that I 
delivered milk on Lima. That customer had 
tuberculosis and 1 had to deliver the milk 
through a window.” 

It was called the Lichnog Dairy, Dottie and 
sister Elsie Dammeyer’s maiden name. 

She told us that Lester Bodine was part of the 
first family, and Verna and Ray Jones had the 
Jones Dairy, all in the early ’20s. 

The one owned by the Dutch family was in the 
area of Pasadena High School. 

• Then we heard from Joe A. Hinojos who 
informed us about the Jones Dairy. “My brother 
Everett shagged milk for Mr. Jones...a few years 
ago Jerry Adkins lived in the home that the Joneses 
built on Sierra Madre Blvd. in the ’20s.” 

He continues, “In 1920, my father answered an 
ad for a Milker and Handyman.” 

Joe disputes the fact that a Forrest Owens 
was the owner. 


• Remember when the Queen of England was 
here? Gertrude Gerke reminded me that she sent the 
Sierra Madre News to the Queen in February of 
1983. 

She told me that in her former Notes from the 
Attic column, in the Oct. 25, 1935 section, “Kersting 
l.ake is a low area lying in the sidewalk on the 
north side of Kersting Court. Following rain, it 
filled up quickly and pedestrians found it 
necessary to either detour into the street or 
return home for their hip boots. Under 
the supervision of Marion Hayes and 
Police Chief Gordon McMillan, workmen installed 
a pipe from a sidewalk drain connecting with 
the storm drain serving Kersting Court.” 

• Someone dropped off a Pacific Electric Railway 
map of Southern California and it featured 
“personally conducted trolley trips...two great 
trips, $1.00 each. There was the Old Mission Trolley 
Trip, the Balloon Route Trolley Trip, the Orange 
Empire Trolley Trip (that cost $3.50) and the Great 
Mount Lowe Trip. “Five trains daily...all trips 
leave Pacific Electric Station, Sixth and Main Sts.”

ways had the reputation 
of being the last frontier 
of wholesome goodness 
in a country which is los¬ 
ing its grip on goodness 
and kindness.

of our property, used 
and broke our trash cans 
and threw rubbish into 
neighbors’ yards who 
assumed the tree cutters 
were ours. So the neigh¬ 
bors were angry at us and 
threw the rubbish right 
back over the fence into 
our yard. 

But the biggest blow 
came yesterday afternoon. 
A city official suddenly 
appeared on our property, 
obviously sent on a witch 
hunt by a neighbor who is 
disgruntled because we 
have a playhouse, the kind 
with the house above and 
the swing below, too close 
to our back yard property 
line. We live at the end 
of a long, winding cul-de- 
sac. Our home can’t be 
seen until you are right 
up to it. This officer 
came looking for our play¬ 
house. She knew right 
where she was going. 
When my husband called 
her to protest this “witch 


hunt,” she threatened 
him with a law suit. Our 
civil servants are not pro¬ 
tectors, they are intimida- 
tors. Friendly town. 

Our rights to provide 
a healthy environment 
for our children is not 
being respected and pro¬ 
tected, and yet the privacy 
of the complainer whose 
unneighborly behavior 
may cost us time, money 
and further grief is pro¬ 
tected. So my bored, 
bitter, resentful neighbor 
can impose constraints on 
us while we can’t even 
keep tree cutters off of 
our newly planted gar¬ 
dens. This is a mockery 
of democracy. This is 
not the town we thought 
we moved into. 

When the city govern¬ 
ment so solicitously lends 
its ears to the petty com- 
I^aints and whimsy of any¬ 
one who gets their dan¬ 
der up, it goes beyond 
the sanity of protecting 
Sierra Madreans from 
bad neighbors. It is vic¬ 
timizing those who take 
their civic and community 
responsibilities seriously. 
We are a moral and re¬ 
spectful family which sup¬ 
ports Sierra Madre by 
patronizing her merchants 
and sending our children 
to a Sierra Madre school. 
Our children are polite

‘Twasthe Year 1929’ 

The dark clouds of a major stock market 
crash was on the horizon with a great depression 
lurking at their doorsteps, but the friends and 
members of the “Woman’s Club” did not know 
about this in the summer months of 1929 when 
they came forth and published a 94-page “Sierra 
Madre Souvenir and Book of Recipes.” 

This booklet, published on two-ply colored 
bristol, was dedicated by H.B.W., whomever 
it may have been and said “Dedication: The 
sequence to Those who dine. The contents: To 
those who eat, and the Method for those who 
cook.” Most probably, the most treasured 
recipes of the family and friends of Sierra 
Madreans and surrounding residents or mem¬ 
bers of the club. Over 500 recipes were published 
over the contributors’ names. 

Finis may not be written without a brief 
summary of the work that has brought this 
little volume into being. From the committee 
as a whole, Mrs. W.J. Lawless, general chair¬ 
man; Mrs. Nestor A. Young Jr., Mrs. F.L.C. 
Roess, Laura A. Hersey, Mrs. Philip Senour 
and Mrs. Florence Eakman, advertising; Mrs. 
Homer Tuttle, souvenir and art; Mrs. Fletcher 
H. White, compilation; closest cooperation has 
been realized. 

We are deeply grateful to Messrs. Lindley 
Eddy, F.P. Conrad, Ed Schneeberger and A.R. 
Gerach for their lovely photographs and helpf ul 
suggestions. Only through the patience and 
kindly cooperation of Messrs. Morgridge and 
Eastwood, with that staff has the whole book 
been possible of achievement. Signed, the Sierra 
Madre Woman’s Club. 

A full page picture of the mountain to the 


rear of Sierra Madre, with the town displayed 
below calls it the “Sunshine and Mountains” 
and lists the elevation at 775, 850, 1200 and 
1400 feet, with Mt. Wilson at the top at 5886 
feet. 

The booklet contains over 40 homes, 30 
pages of information, 50 advertisers, seven 
churches and a half dozen business houses, along 
with other scenic pictures. One picture, very 
well done, shows a lady by the name of Florence 
E. Eakman and her six Flower Fairies. The 
girls were not identified but I’ll bet some of them 
are still among us. Very few businesses of that 
era are still alive in our city; they being the E. 
Waldo Ward, Grower and Preserver on E. High¬ 
land; The Sierra Madre News on Kersting Ct.; 
Mt. Wilson Observatory; and I would suppose 
the U.S. Post Office, Volunteer Fire Depart¬ 
ment and Police Department. 

Although we intend to have many more 
stories out of this booklet, one little thing that 
did jump out at us, and that the Chamber of 
Commerce stated, that they were looking for¬ 
ward to the 1930 Census and hoped that it would 
exceed the 5000 and over mark.... 

The Sierra Madre Savings Bank published 
its financial figures with capital listed at $45,000 
and earned surplus at $23,000. Directors were: 
H.E. Allen, president; C.S. Kersting, vice pres¬ 
ident; F.H. Hartman; C.W. Yerxa; W.S. Hull 
and W.S. Andrews. A very impressive picture 
was published as a full page of Mr. and Mrs. 
J.W. Jameson and their beautiful Wistaria Vine. 

Next week we will dedicate our column to 
the Wistaria Vine and to one Frank E. Barbour 
and his published poem, “The Wisteria Vine.”

No, like wars, trees 
cannot be left exclusively to the care of those 
who do battle with them. That’s why I like 
Lorayne Russman.

founder of the Sierra Madre Arbor Day Asso¬ 
ciation. For those of you who are unfamiliar 
with the term, Arbor Day is a day devoted to 
the planting of trees. Her program involves 
youngsters in school who are asked to sign a 
pledge in which they will plant, nurture and 
protect their tree...as though it were a youngster 
like themselves. It is a beautiful seed for future 
experiences, e.g., can’t you see these kids re¬ 
turning to the spot where they planted their tree 
some 25 years into the future. They can point 
to a strong, magnificent tree and tell their wives 
or husbands or friends, “I planted that tree.” 

Lorayne’s commitment has caused me to 
enter into a compact of sorts with myself.

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Asbestos abatement at library 


Society for 
Preservation of 
Dixieland Jazz

DEI, the engineenng consultant finn, and lAM, 
the firm who has contracted for the removal of 
the asbestos, are both certified by the regulatory 
agencies controlling the removal and clean-up of 
asbestos contamination. 

A further step for safety is being taken while all 
the books are off the shelves. These shelves are to 
be examined for seismic safety and if necessary will 
be bolted to the floors. While this will undoubtedly 
mean more closed time for the library, it will also 
mean greater safety for library patrons in case of 
earthquakes. 

Buckner wishes to assure the public that every 
precaution is being taken to provide a safe and clean 
library environment in full accord with all regulating 
government agencies. She is also asking for volun¬ 
teers to help put those 50,000 books back on the 
shelves. There will be sign-up sheets at City Hall. 
The anticipated date of reopening is Apr. 15.

Toni Buckner reports that the asbestos abate¬ 
ment program at the Sierra Madre Public Library 
is continuing on schedule. All the books have been 
removed from the shelves and each has been individual¬ 
ly sanitized, boxed, and stored in a container out¬ 
side the library. 

The next step is to remove the acoustical material 
from the ceilings. To do this, all the walls, floors, and 
other surfaces will be contained in two layers of 
thick plastic. Then begins a three-stage decon system 
for removal. A negative air pressure will be created 
inside the library and, while outside air is allowed in, 
nothing can get out, i.e., fibers or air, without first 
going through the Negative Air Machine. This air will 
be tested throughout the day to be sure it is free of 
all pollutant material. Everything in the contaminated 
areas of the library will be thoroughly cleaned. The 
carpet will be cleaned up to four times until it tests 
free of asbestos fibers.

Local volunteers celebrate 80 years 


One of the Pasadena/ 
Sierra Madre area’s old¬ 
est and largest charitable 
organizations has begun 
a year-long celebration 
of 80 years of service to 
troubled children. 

The Pasadena Auxiliary 
of Boys Republic and 
Girls Republic, an organi¬ 
zation of volunteers from 
throughout the west San 
Gabriel Valley region, 
marked the completion of 
its eighth decade and the 
beginning of the ninth 
with an anniversary lunch¬ 
eon at Brookside Country 
Club recently. 

Auxiliary President Bette 
Winkler of Hastings 
Ranch was presented with 
illuminated scrolls of com¬ 
mendation from the Cal¬ 
ifornia State Senate, the 
Los Angeles County Board 
of Supervisors and the city 
of Pasadena. Repre¬ 
sentatives of Senator New¬ 
ton Russell, sponsor of 
the state citation, and 
Supervisor Michael An¬ 
tonovich, sponsor of the 
county proclamation, 
were on hand to make the 
presentations. 

Founded in 1911, the 
Pasadena Auxiliary is the 
oldest and largest of seven 
support groups that bene¬ 
fit Boys Republic and 
Girls Republic. Boys Re¬ 
public was founded in 1906 
by philanthropist and 
child-care advocate Mar¬ 
garet Brewer Fowler of 
Pasadena. It began with 


a popdatkm of 23 troubled 
children in a deserted 
“boom hotel” in the San 
Fernando Valley. Over 
the ensuing years, it has 
grown to become one of 
California’s largest pri¬ 
vate child-care resources, 
offering both residential 
care and schooling pro¬ 
grams and a highly suc¬ 
cessful non-residential 
day treatment program 
in facilities throughout 
Southern California. 

In 1914, the Pasadena 
Auxiliary held its first 
rummage sale in a small 
storefront on S. Raymond 
St. in Pasadena, netting 
a total of $200. A fund¬ 
raising tradition was bom. 
By 1920, rummage sales 
were being held twice a 
year in rented storefronts 
and garages all around the 
city. By 1944 these sales 
had grown to such size 
that they had to be moved 
to the Pasadena Civic 
Auditorium and then, in 
1972, to the 32,000 sq. 
ft. Pasadena Exhibition 
Center. There they re¬ 
mained as “The World’s 
Largest Rummage Sales” 
until 1986. 

In June of 1986, the 
Auxiliary converted its 
twice-yearly events into a 
year-round charitable en¬ 
terprise with the opening 
of the Boys Republic 
Thrift Shop at 2261 N. 
Lake Ave. in Altadena. 
The shop is open five 
days a week and produces

a substantial, continuous 
flow of funds for the pro¬ 
grams of Boys Republic 
and Girls Republic. 

On a central 2(X)-acre 
campus in Chino, and in 
group homes and treat¬ 
ment facilities in four 
other communities. Boys 
Republic and Girls Re¬ 
public provide psychologi¬ 
cal services, counseling, 
a full high school curricu¬ 
lum, vocational training 
and a full schedule of other 
services to nearly 600 chil¬ 


dren per year. 

All children accepted 
by the agency are vulnera¬ 
ble, troubled youngsters 
referred by probation de¬ 
partments from through¬ 
out California. Most bear 
the deep emotional scars 
and often the physical 
scars as well, of lives filled 
with abuse, rejection and 
confusion. But despite 
such troubled pasts, the 
vast majority go on to lead 
productive, sometimes

Once more we are engaged, or embroiled, 
in a national election. From now until early 
November the electorate will be bombarded 
with political hype, well-seasoned with the dirt¬ 
iest of sleaze. There will be charges and counter¬ 
charges. vicious accusations, and the political 
sewage will be well-stirred by the news media. 
This disgraceful exhibition of what we call 
democracy will cost over one-half billion, and 
will make very little difference in the outcome. 
The American voter has always voted along 
party lines, and probably always will. Party 
loyalty comes ahead of political principles, and 
there is no indication of change. There is nothing 
so difficult to open as a closed mind. In 1787, 
George Washington said, “Political parties pro¬ 
voke the mischief of association and combina¬ 
tions.” 

All this is a far cry from the way it was 


done when 1 was a small boy in the Midwest in 
the early part of the century. There was no radio, 
no television, so the candidates for national of¬ 
fice cri.ss-crossed the nation by train, speaking 
from the rear platform of observation cars, and 
generally stopping at only the largest towns and 
cities. They reached only a tiny percentage of 
the voters. 

Candidates for district and local offices 
took an even more direct approach. They talked 
face-to-face with the voters at grassroots level. 
The biggest employer in my town of Keithsburg 
was the button factory, where perhaps two dozen 
would turn out to listen. The oilcan factory was 
about one-third that size, and the saloons and 
barbershops offered even smaller audiences. 
One or two days suffice to cover the town, and 
when it was time to canvass the rural areas, this 
is how it was done.... 

The candidate rented a horse and buggy 


from the local livery stable and then picked up 
a jug of whiskey and started driving up and down 
the country roads. There were no pickup trucks 
in those days to whisk the farmer to a coffee- 
shop in a neighboring village, so he could usually 
be found working in the field or busy with the 
never-ending chores of the farmyard. The vote 
seeker hailed the farmer and gave him a hearty 
handshake. The next order of business was a 
pull at the jug, this last loosening the vocal 
chords and softening any potential misunder¬ 
standings. 1 was never privy to those earnest 
talks, but 1 am sure they included the woes, real 
and imagined, of the farmer, and most certainly 
the incredible stupidity of the opposition. It was 
a good idea that the performance be carried on 
out of sight of the farmwife. 

Farms were small in those days and houses 
were close together, so it was possible to visit as 
many as a dozen voters in a long day. As it was 


required etiquette for the candidate to maten 
drink for drink, by late afternoon he was feeling 
no pain. But not to worry. The faithful horse 
got him back to town, where, after a bath in the 
tin tub of the barbershop, a less than gourmet 
supper and a night on one of the lumpy beds of 
the Commercial Hotel, he was good as new. 
Well, almost. 

Of course, this type of hard-sell electioneer¬ 
ing did not always pay off. I remember my 
father and a neighbor talking about an incident 
that had taken place after a recent election. 
East of Keithsburg there lived an old farmer of 
Scandinavian extraction, and someone had asked 
him if he had voted for a certain candidate. 
“Nah,” said the farmer, “1 drink his vhiskey, 
but 1 vote for de odder man.” 

Money talks, but sometimes not even wliiskey 
can open a closed mind.

and respectful and we en¬ 
joy the neighbors on our 
street as they do us. We 
do not have dogs who 
wander the streets or bark 
at night as some of our 
neighbors have. We do 
not play loud music or 
have parties which are 
loud and obnoxious as 
other neighbors have. But 
we live in an area where 
there is an epidemic of 
petty tattling and whin¬ 
ing. Some of my neigh¬ 
bors have been the victims 
of constant harassment 
by professional complain- 
ers. Their rights aren’t 
being infringed upon; ours 
are. We can’t put up a 
playhouse but a neighbor 
can erect a 10-foot trellis 


right against our common 
wall. And several peo¬ 
ple to the north of us 
drain their pools and dia- 
tomacious earth into our 
gardens, killing our plants 
and ruining the soil. Yet 
we are not even allowed 
to block up the holes 
they have knocked in our 
common walls so they 
can drain their yards in¬ 
to ours. 

There are playhouses 
against the walls in back¬ 
yards all through Sierra 
Madre. I wonder if the 
playhouse patrol will cite 
all these families too? 

There is a new foot 
patroller who goes around 
giving tickets to cars 
whose wheels touch the 


white lines of the parking 
stalls on the streets. My 
husband took a friend to 
Lozano’s for lunch and 
the friend was nearly tick¬ 
eted. He parked next to a 
large truck which over¬ 
shot the parking space, 
forcing the friend to pull 
his car over the line in his 
stall a little. The truck 
was not cited for parking 
over the lines, but our 
friend nearly was. His 
response was, “Boy, friend¬ 
ly town. I’m not coming 
back here again!” 

Is this the message Sierra 
Madre is sending its in¬ 
habitants and visitors? 
Is Sierra Madre a petty 
little town which has noth¬ 
ing better to do than cite 


people for the victimless 
“crimes’’ of trying to bring 
commerce and residential 
and aesthetic improvements 
to her? Where were our 
city legislative energies 
when my dear friend left 
our home one evening 
last fall to be nearly killed 
when her van was broad¬ 
sided and rolled by a driver 
who ran the stop sign at 
Orange Grove while ca¬ 
reening south on Bald¬ 
win? He couldn’t see the 
stop sign. The overgrown 
trees on Baldwin obscured 
it from his view. 

This is not the town 1 
thought 1 was living in. 
It is a place full of petty 
minded neighbors and 
legislators who have no 


community spirit of good 
will. We have been in¬ 
formed that the pool and 
landscaping we have had 
done through Arcadia 
Pools will probably win 
an award. But as far as 
1 am concerned, the only 
award Sierra Madre de¬ 
serves is the Sour Grapes 
Award.

During January 1992 the Arcadia Public 
Library had one of its busiest months. We reg¬ 
istered 774 people to receive library cards, checked 
out 34,907 books and had a total of 39,091 
people use the library. In addition there were 
891 books catalogued and 6123 reference 
questions answered. 

i^iealdng of reference questions, our Reference 
Librarians receive many varied questions from 
our community members. The following are 
some examples: 

By law, at what age may California students 
drop out of school? (From Section 48200 of 
the Education Code: children between the 
ages of 6 and 16 years are subject to com¬ 
pulsory full-time education.) 

Does the giraffe have the same number of 
vertebrae as a human? (Yes, seven greatly 
elongated vertebrae.) 

What does “Erin go bragh” mean? (“Ireland 
forever,” an ancient battle cry of Irish 
warriors.) 

Those of you interested in reading material 
by local authors or becoming more familiar with 
U.S. government publications may be interested 
in two special collections. The library collects 
works written by local authors in our Arcadia 
Author Collection. Subject matter ranges from 
local history and Western fiction to family 
life and child rearing. Familiar to many readers 
is local author Olga Bicos, who has a large 
audience for her popular romance novels. To 
retrieve any of these books come to the Library’s 
Reference Desk or check the automated catalogue 
for exact location. 

The other collection housed in the Adult 
Room of the library is the Government Docu¬ 
ments collection. Being designated a depository 
library for federal government publications means 
the library receives selected material free in re¬ 
turn for maintaining the collection and making 
it available to the public. Arcadia Public Li¬ 
brary has been a federal depository since 1975. 
For assistance in using this material please ask 
at the Reference Desk or fw more detailed 
searching. Government Documents Librarian, 
Nancy Smith, will be happy to help you.
